It was an ancient privilege allowed 
to the clergy of claiming when accused 
of felotty to be delivered up to an 
ecclesiastical Judge always favorable 
lo his own order - for compurgation, 
instead of being iried in the ordinary 
wav before the lay .fudges of the land. 
In ancient times few persons, except 
thiise in holy orders, could read, and ac- 
cordingly the test for an accused per- 
son claiming benefit of clergy was his 
ability to read, If he could not. the 

< rfs would not part with the defend 

ant. but proceed to try him as if he were 
a layman. Afterward, when education 
became more general, other persons be- 
sides clergymen were able to read; 
and so, in the reign of Edward III. 
Parliament extended the privilege of 
clenry, as it is called, to clerkly la\ men 
Until the reign of Elizabeth. Women 
were not allowed their clergy until the 
reign of William and Mary, when Par- 
liament extended the benefit to them. 
In the reign of Henry VIL, however, a 
blow was aimed at this singular priv- 
ilege as enjoyed by laymen, and a 
statute w.as then passed against " di- 
verse persons lettered, who have been 
moVe bold to commit murders, rob- 
bery, theft, as well as all other 
chievous deeds." which enacted 
persons "not within holy orders' 
cosed of these offenses, and 
victed thereof, were in case: 
murder to be marked with the 
ter "M" on the brawn of th< 
thumb, and in all others with the 
"T," to denote, it is presumed, that the 
person had been guilty of theft. In 
cases of high treason, benefit of clergy 
were never allowed to be pleaded, it 
is stated that when an accused person 
claimed his clergy, it was n-unl to te t 
his learning by requesting him to read 
the first verse of the tifty-tirst I'salm, 
which in La'in begins with the words, 
" Miserere met JJ< "-." In addition to 
the extraordinary character of this pro- 
ceeding, in wh ; ch a touch of grim humor 
seems perceptible, its absurdity is ap- 
parent, for, of course, men mi-^lit easily 
have coached themselves up in the re- 
quired test. The ec lesiastical Judge, 
who was generally the Bishop, mi<rht, 
however, have given the defendant any- 
thing else to read; and in either case, in 
the event of his inability to comply, 
miuht have handed h m over to the law, 
and this proceeding generally meant 
death A custom which favored crimi- 
nals solely on account oi their good ed- 
ucation appears to us, who live in t nies 
•.vhen t is ju fly thought that superior 
intelligence adds a -ta n to criminality 
of any kind, to be in the highest de gree 
absurd: yet we are told by able, writers 
that the benefit of clergy, or learning — 
for "clergy" is here tantamount thereto 
— was not so ridiculous as it seems. 
Without saying more on the subject, it 
may bo stated that the privilege was 
abolished in the reign of George IV. —

The only qualification the di- 
rectors of a mining company organized 
in the agricultural districtsexpect in their 
manager is that he becontcnted on wnges 
no larger than those received by clerics, 
bartenders or journeymen workmen in 
the town where the company was organ- 
ized. "A mine is nothing but a hole in 
the ground;" but it proves to be a hole 
that swallows all the hard-earned savings 
of the directors and stockholders before 
they realize that skill is required in the 
management of the hole, and that the 
manager thev sent to the mine had not 
brainA enough to superintend the digging 
of a post hole, nor sufficient knowledge 
of mechanics to enable him to run a hand 
coffee mill. 

Again, these mismsnagers of mines 
are inflated with the importance of tle ir 
positions and they wish to have exten- 
sive works undertheir control. So long 
before thev have enough ore in sight to 
justify the" expenditure, they recommend 
the erection of a stamp mill. The news 
that the company is building a stamp 
mill will help sell" stock. The directors 
agree to the expenditure. They are 
probably sincere in their belief that there 
is use for a stamp mill. The mill is 
built. The manger of the mine thinks 
he can run it. •*It is no trick to run a 
mill. Just shovel the ore under the 
stamps and have plenty, of water 
and plenty of quicksilver. Any one 
can run "a mill;'' snd he is put in 
charge of it in addition to the mine. He 
knows nothing »bout mining. He knows 
nothing about milling- He sinks all the 
money the company can raise, and then 
the mine suspojds work. That is a fair 
history of the <per»tlons of hundreds of 
mines" in the Rocky Mountains: and of a 
hundred mines so mismanaged ninety- 
tive should have remained undeveloped 
until wages fell and transportation 
cheapened. — N. 1 Sun.

From her first meeting with Smith she 
be -ami: devotedly atta-hed to the Kn- 
glish, and rendered the settlers many 
services.

Scrivener, and his ten companions bv 
drowning. Pocahontas hid him, misdi- 
rected those who sought him. and In- 
extraordinary bribes and maneuvers, 
brought him safely to Smith, after three 
days' travel in the midst of extreme 
peril. So. also, when Kak liffe was tiul 
oft* with thirty men, she saved the lad 
Spilmau, who was then living w j,|, p, m - 
hatati, and sent him to the" Potomncs. 
But the most touching story of all pre- 
cedes in order of time the other two. In 
the same dillicult adventure among 
Powhatan's people, in which Captain 
Smith was engaged when Scrivener was 
drowned, the treacherous chief bad ar- 
ranged to surprise Smith al sufcer, and 
cut off the whole party, whenaiocalion-

of the affed chief, "in that i>prkiii<rht 
came through the irks. une WTjods t.i 
warn the Captain of Powhatan's design. 
Captain Smith offered to repay her kin.l- 
ttess with such trinkets as the heart of an 
Indian maiden delights in: "but. with 
the tears running down her cheeks, she 
said she durst nnl be seen to have any, 
for, if Powhatan should know it. she 
were but dead: and so slu- ran away by 
herself as she came." 

In 1613 Pocahontas was a*0ong the 
Potomac Indians. Captain Arg ill. a 
man of much shrewdness and executive 
force, but infamous for his dishonest 
practices, happened to be trading in the 
river at that time. He quickly saw the 
advantage the English would gain in 
negotiations with Powhatan for the re- 
turn of thu white prisoners held by him, 
if he could secure so valuable a li"- 1 :^'" 
as tho chief's daughter. With a copper 
kettle he bribed Japa/.aws. the chief 
with whom she was staying, to entice 
heron board the vessel, when he de- 
tained her. much to the sorrow of the 
daughter of the wilderness, whose life 
hitherto had been as free as that of th<- 
wild creatures of the woods. To James- 
town, where she had frolicked as a child, 
and whither she had so often come as a 
friend with food, she was now carrie 1 as 
an enemy and a prisoner. She had re- 
fused to enter the town since the de- 
parture of Captain Smith. 

This transaction, not very creditable 
to the gratitude of the Knglish, accom- 
plished its purpose in causing Powhatan 
to return the white men held in slavery 
by him. with the least useful of tin- 
stolen arms. But he still contrived to 
evade some of the demands of the Kn- 
glish. who the reft ire retained his daughter 
until the affair took a new turn. John 
Kolfe. who seems to have beenawidower, 
became enamored of Pocahontas, now 
growing to womanhood, and wrote a 
letter to Sir Thomas Dale, proposing to 
convert bar to Christianity ami marry 
her, which pleased the (iovemor. as 
tending to promote peace with the In- 
dians, and was likewise acceptable to 
Powhatan. The chief sent an old uncle 
of Pocahotita* and two of her brothers 
to witness the marriage. 

This marriage brought about peace 
during the life of Powhatan, who, on one 
o .i-.oti at least, sent a present of buck- 
skins to his daughter and her fan-! -a :i I. 
A free intermingling of the two races 
took place, and Englishmen were accus- 
tomed to hire Indians to live in their 
houses and hunt for them. This amity 
lasted eight years. 

In ltilti. more than two years after 
their marriage, Knife and Pocahontas 
wed! to England with Sir Thomas Dale. 
Powhatan sent some Indians with his 
daughter, one of whom was commis- 
sioned to count the number of the En- 
glish. The arrival of the Lady Bebecca, 
as Pocahontas was called after her bap- 
tism, produced a great sensation. Sin- 
was received by the King and many dis- 
tinguished people, went to see a play, 
and. by help of her naturally quick wit. 
bore herself very well. But it became 
necessary to de*ist from aallin>; h-r the 
wife of .John Kolfe. for the King was very 
jealous, and it w.i* seriously debated in 
the privy council whether, by marrying 
the daughter of a foreign potentate with- 
out the King's consent, Kolfe had not 
committed treason. 

The climate of London, and perhaps 
also the uncongenial habits of civiliza- 
tion, affected Pocahontas very unfavor- 
ably, njtd the was taken to Brentford, 
whi r.' Smith, then busy with his prep- 
arations to sail for New Kngland, visited 
her. in lb- successful efforts of Ko If.- 
and others to win her to the Christian 
faith and to marriage, they had not 
scrupled to deceive her, by telling her 
that Captain Smith «:is dead, probably 
because they km-'*- that she would not 
man y another white man while -he be- 
lieved that great warrior alive. When, 
therefore, she saw the "brave? w '>" !>»d 
been the object of her maidenly admira- 
tion, sin- turned her face it way and re- 
fused to speak for the space of two or 
three hours. When she did. it was to 
claim the privilege of calling Mm father, 
which Smith granted only after impor- 
tunity, afraid. ]n»rh:tp«. of incut ring the 
King's displeasure. Pocahontas went to 
Gravesend to lake ship for her return to 
America, much against her will, for sin- 
had become weaned from her savage life 
and greatly attached to the Kssflish. Al

Following a 8treak of Wind. 

A tributor of Ruby Hill was asked 
how bis "pitch" looked, when be made 
th** following curious lemark : "I am 
following a streak of wind. Strange as 
this may appear (the remark, not tho 
wind), yet it is true. It appears that in 
sinking npon bis piece of ground he 
came npon a crack in the rock about 
three iucbes in width, from which issues 
considerable air. Where it comes from 
and what the miner may strike in fol- 
lowing this strange 'lead' must for the 
time remain a mystery." The miner 
was right in following his "streak of 
wind." He doubtless understands that 
this streak of ait breathed out of the 
depths is liable to lead him to a cave, 
ami he also knows that a cave is liable to 
contain an amount of ore that would 
make his fortune. Among the old lead 
mines of ( Jaleua, Illinois, a "streak of 
wind," or "breathing crevice," was al- 
ways considered a first-class indication. 
When a miner fonnd that he was pretty 
sure of finding a cave tilled with lean 
ore. The lead miues of Galena are in a 
limestone formation that is much the 
same as the formation about Enreka. 
"Wind*' from a crevice dowu iu the mine 
is worthy of much consideration, but 
"wind" on the surface from the horizon- 
tal crevice, an inch or so below the 
miner's nose, is often nothing but wind.

Tho total export trade of the United 
State- has never yet reached one thous- 
and millions of dollars. In 1^81 it was 
only some seven hundred andlifty mil- 
lions of dollars, but in the two previous 
years our total exports were over eight 
hundred millions per annum. Vast as 
these figures appear to be they seem 
small when compared with the returns 
of our domestic commerce. The busi- 
ness of our railroads, lakes, rivers and 
canals foots up some thirty-live thousand 
millions of dollai - annually; that is to 
say, for every dollar engaged in the for- 
eign trade«of the country there are from 
thirty-five to forty employed in our inter- 
state commerce. Thi- coming year we 
will probabli -hip abroad nearly three 
hundred millions of breadstuff's, and 
about the same amount of cotton; but we 
shall send abroad less l»eef jndpork than 
we have done for the last two year • « ;

half will be consumed in the country; 
but our * orn crop, while it will exceed 
that of last year, will not be equal to the

Wo have steadily contended that any 
farmer could make his corn go twice M 
far iu feeding hogj by cooking it before 
feeding, as to deal it out in theear in the 
old peU-mel! way of feeding raw in the 
ear. sometimes throwing it in the mud 
and sometimes feeding on :i dirty floor. 
I'p to tlx- present time we only have ex- 
periments made on a very limited MOle 
in this matter, but these have all tlins 
far f till v Justified the opinion we have 
repeatedly iu|ii*iinl, that boiled eon 
can be made topn twice as far iu feeding 
bogs as dry whole corn will <ro. and the 
feeding power of a ghWB amount of corn 
can be doubled with a vast deal less 
labor than would be required to raise a 
double or two crops of corn. Like any 
other business, it will, of course, require 
proper fixtures for grinding and boiling 
the corn for feeding hogs on a full scale 
in this way. As to the experiments that 
have been "made in this matter one of our 
exchanges says: 

"A long series of experiments made 
by a farmer who found jKirk-niaking the 
UOai profitable part of farming, and 
who submitted everything to weigh- 
ing and m-asuring. proved that the 
value of coin was doubled by grinding 
and scalding. Ninety pounds of hot 
water were poured on sixteen pounds of 
.meal, in a cov er ed tub, where it stood from 
twelve lo eighteen hours, according to the 
weather. He found meal mixed with 
boiling water decidedly better than when 
mixed with cold water. It never re- 
quired more than five pounds of meal to 
make a pound of pork. His long-con- 
tinued experiments, conducted with 
careful weighing, gave the value of corn 
in the ear at sixty-two cents, dry meal 
eighty-seven cents, and cooked meal 
91. 1-* Anothere<p e rimenter found that 
it required a little Sesa than four pounds 
of cooked meal to make a pound of 
pork, and about seven pounds in theear. 
Still another experimenter found that 
pork made from whole corn cost twenty- 
two cents a pound, while that from 
cooked meal was only four and a half 
cents a pound. Several years ago Sam- 
uel II. Clay, of Kentucky, found by a 
series of experiments, that one bushel of 
dry, ungronnd corn made five pounds 
ten ounces of live pork: while one bushel 
of win ile corn, boiled, made fourteen 
pounds seven ounces." 

Experiments like these ought certainly 
to set farmers to thinking seriously about 
getting up the fixtures: necessary for 
grinding and feeding all the corn they 
may have to feed to theirhogs, when ten 
acres of corn can by this kind of process 
be niade to go as far iu feeding as a crop 
of twenty acres will go when fed iu the 
old way. Care, of course, should b'.' 
taken by everv farmer to provide iviio- 
self wTth hogs. "erf the best breeils tliat a,- • 
known -good feeders, with good fraOMg 
and such as are known to possess the 
early maturity quality in an eminent 
degree. — The Drover's Journal. 

Salt and I.inie. 

The following is recommended as an 
excellent combination for fertilizing pur- 
poses: Mix one bushel of salt with two 
bushels of dry lime, under cover, and 
allow the mixtugc to decompose grad- 
ually, thus forming an intimate chemical 
union of the two materials. For this 
purpose the mixture should lie at least six 
weeks before use, or. still better, two or 
three months, the heap being turned 
over occasionally. This salt and lime 
mixture, when applied at the rate of 
twenty to thirty bushels per acre, forms 
an excellent top dressing for crops. It 
acts powerfully on the vegetable matter 
of soils. Fifty bushels applied to a 
turnip-field have produced as large a 
crop as twenty loads of barnyard ma- 
nure. It is also very destructive to in- 
sects and grubs in the soil. Like salt, it 
attracts moisture ben the air. and has 
been found useful against drouth. Its 
decomposing power is remarkable, and 
if three or four bushels of it are mixed 
with a cord of swamp muck tue latter 
will soon be reduced to powder. < "oarso 
manure is in a similar manner decom- 
posed and made fine. Sour, wet muck 
thus treated and composted with barn- 
yard manure constitutes a fertilizer al- 
most as valuable as the unmixed manure 
of the barnyard. —Prai--L- Farnvr.
